RECOMMENDATIONS FOR RELIGIOUS EDUCATION IN THE 
LOUISIANA CONFERENCE 1938-39 

For the past four years we have promoted an area-wide program 
of religious education. The achievement has gone far beyond the 
expectations of the most optimistic leaders. Our success, however, 
has placed upon our shoulders heavier responsibilities. The eyes of 
our membership has been opened to the need or recruiting our youth 
to the church in larger numbers, and the interest in the religious 
nature of our boys and girls is being deepened every day. This calls 
for a more intensive organization and more voluntary workers on the 
field. We therefore, recommend the following set-up for the coming 
year. 

First, That there be selected from each district a "Councelor for 
young People" whose duty it shall be to work with the district super- 
intendent and the area director in the promotion of young peoples 
work throughout that district. 

Second, That one person be selected to serve as "conference Coun- 
selor at Large."' It shall be the duty of this Conference counselor to 
work with the Area Division of Religious Education in the promotion 
of Children and Young People's work throughout the Conference. 

Third, That the District Superintendents, Conference Counselor, 
District Counselors and Officers of the conference youth council shall 
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constitute a "Conference Council of Religious Education." This 
council to be listed in the Conference minutes with the other standing: 
committees.

PENSION AND RELIEF 

According to our discipline, retired Ministers, the widows of 
ministers during their widowhood and while they remain members of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and the dependent children of de- 
ceased ministers are Conference Claimants. 

The obligations of the ministry when assumed obligates the 
church to a comfortable support of the minister when he becomes a 
member of an Annual Conference. The Board of Pensions and Relief 
is the agency through which the Conference may operate to the end 
that Claimants may receive a comfortable support. In order that 
it may be in a position at all times to carry on its work, there should 
be co-operation on the part of the churches. We should establish and 
maintain such organization in all our churches as will keep up a 
lively interest in the work of the Board of Pensions and Relief. Every 
effort possible should be put forth by the pastor (for he is the one 
that should be most deeply concerned) to see to it that not less than 
5% of the pastor's cash salary be deposited with the Board. Re- 
member brethren that the path of every minister leads to retirement 
and death. There is no way around it and sooner than we expect 
it will appear. It is our most indispensable duty to make the neces- 
sary preparation by cooperating with the Board of Pensions and 
Relief while we are in the active relation that it may be able to comfort 
us when we are disabled.

5. That Christmas, Lincoln Day, Rally Day, Missionary Sunday, 
Religious Education Week, and other regular and special days be 
observed by raising money on the Quota of the charge. 

6. That prayers be made in each charge for the success of the 
work of the Million Units Fellowship Movement, and the workers at 
home and abroad who are prosecuting the work of the Kingdom, and 
sponsored by the World Service Commission.

Day". The pastors are requested to preach a sermon to that effect 
and all money raised be designated to your Conference Claimant and 
sent to the Board immediately after your collection. 

Dr. T. A. Stafford, executive Secretary of the Board, says that 
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the amount given in the 19 colored conferences should be doubled and 
in most of them trebled. 

Our Bishops recognize this Claim as the " Supreme Cause" in 
the Church, and they are doing whatever they can to help us in 
raising every dollar apportioned for our worthy claimants.

REPORT 
PEOPLES COMMUNITY CENTER 

The Peoples' Community Center is located in a thickly populated 
section of the City of New Orleans where hundreds of families of 
bur group are in dire need of real social and religious uplift, 

The work is carried on in a large two-story building of eleven 
rooms, facing Loyola Avenue and in a comodius hall which is used 
for a gym, for class room and for the holding of public gatherings. 

The following types of activities are carried on: 

A day nursery to provide day care for children who can not re- 
ceive ordinary parental care; to demonstrate nursery school education 
for little children; to provide parental education and to demonstrate 
a nursery school as a social agency; to promote welfare of children 
who need help not available in their own families and to assist them 
in the solving of their problems. 

A child's guidance clinic which helps to reduce the enormous 
death rate among the children of the community, and which is carried 
on by a practicing physician and three registered nurses, supervised 
by the Child Welfare Association of New Orleans. 

A kindergarten of department which meets a demand made 
necessary because the state does not provide for the education of 
children of pre-school age. 

An employment bureau which assist the unemployed in the 
finding of work. 

Parents clubs which assist the unemployed in the finding of work. 
Parents' clubs which give instruction and inspiration, the members 
of which assist in getting the message over and in the raising of funds. 

Domestic classes which made over three hundred garments for 
children of the community during the past year. 

Adult education which is carried on three evenings a week giving 
instruction in literary and in art work. 

On the first floor of the two story building the two rooms are 
used as clinics; back of these is the kindergarten department serving 
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more than sixty children. Limited equipment prevents the serving 
of more. 

On the second floor is the office where the records of the various 
activities are kept, family histories, clients who have received help, 
and the employment bureau. 

Across the hall is the nursery with cribs in which needy babies 
are cared for. Next to the nursery is the play room for the day 
nursery. 

The nursery is opened each morning at six o'clock. Twenty-five 
or thirty children are given daily care. Many of the children are 
under-nourished. 

The Peoples' Community Center sponsors a summer camp pro- 
gram for under-privileged children. 

The superintendent is assisted by the social worker, Dr. T. 
Thadius Taylor, house physician, one registered nurse, matron, pre- 
parer of diets, laundress, kindergarten teacher and janitor, in all, 
eleven paid workers. There are six N. Y. A. workers and five W. P. A. 
Workers engaged in Adult Education, Recreation and other Social 
activities. 

Bishop A. P. Shaw is president of the Board of Directors which 
consists of fourteen leading citizens of the city. 

The work is made possible by the Community Chest, the Boar^ 
of Home Missions and Church Extension Department of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the citizens auxiliary. 

Both buildings have been renovated and beautified. 

According to the report of the superintendent, thirty-two children 
between the ages of one month to ten years ars enrolled in the Day 
Nursery. 

One thousand two hundred children have been served by the 
Dedriatic Clinic during the year. 

One thousand six hundred twenty persons registered for em- 
ployment; and one thousand three hundred thirty-four requests were 
made for workers; and one thousand twenty-eight were placed by 
the employment bureau. 

Three hundred are enrolled in the various groups — boy scouts, 
girls reserves, P. T. A., day nursery mothers, professional girls, etc. 

The superintendent points out that there is need for sufficient 
chairs, paint for tables, and other kindergarten supplies.

CORNELIUS SPEARS 

Rev. Cornelius Spears was born in Clinton, La., December 25, 
1871 and died at Baldwin, La., January 25, 1938. He was the son 
of the late Mr. and Mrs. Moses Spears. For many years he served 
as pastor, district superintendent, and was noted throughout the 
conference as a preacher, pastor and builder. 

He became an elder in the Louisiana Conference in the year of 
1906. During his ministry, he served the following appointments: 
Torras and Lettsworth, four years; Port Allen, four years; Donald- 
sonville, four and a half years; Franklin, four years; Jeanerette, five 
years; Lake Charles, three years, here he built a beautiful and mag- 
nificent edifice; Baton Rouge— Wesley, one year; where he paid the 
church dut of debt and painted the exterior; Peck Memorial, New 
Orleans, one year; at this appointment he succeeded in remodeling 
the parsonage; Monroe District as district superintendent, for six 
years; Opelousas, one year; Morgan City, one year; Napoleonville, 
one year, and back to Port Allen to repeat himself for three years. 
His final appointment was Trinity Church, Baldwin, La., where the 
parsonage was remodelled under his administration. 

At Clinton, La., January 16, 1888, he was united in marriage to 
Miss Endora Boatuer, who worked to help make him a success until 
her end came in 1925. To this union seven children were born, of 
which one son, Jefferson Spears, died in 1934. Later he married Miss 
Florence Waters who was with him in the end. 

Funeral services were . conducted from Wesley Chapel, Baton 
Rouge, La., January 29, 1938. Survivors are his wife, Mrs. Florence 
Spears; four daughters, Mrs. Eunice Hollier, Mrs. Pearl Taylor, Mrs. 
Anna Belle Dairis and Miss Lillie Spears; two sons, Mr. James Spears 
and Rev. Augustus G. Spears; nine grandchildren and a host of sor- 
rowing friends. 

SIMON McCLINTON GARNER 
The Rev. Simon McClinton Garner was born March 15, 1881, in 
Amite County, Mississippi. His father died, and he was reared by 
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his mother, Mrs. Jonica Johnson and stepfather, Mr. N. H. Johnson, 
where they lived in Clinton, La. The Rev. Garner was converted 
during the pastorate of the late William Emmette at the St. Peter 
Methodist Episcopal Church, Clinton, La., and at the age of thirteen 
years was called to the ministry. He began his supply work in 1908, 
and was admitted into the Louisiana Conference and ordained an 
elder in 1917. His first marriage was to Miss Rozelia Bankston, of 
shocked the city of New Orleans and vicinity transpired, when an east- 
Clinton, who died June 18, 1918. To this union two girls were born. 
His second marriage was to Miss D. M. Nero, also of Clinton, La., 
June 19, 1919. To this union eight children were born. 

Thursday, December 16, 1937, at 7:45 P. M., a tragedy that 
bound passenger train of the Illinois Central Railroad Company struck 
the car in which the Rev. S. M. Garner and his son, Asbury Anderson 
Garner, were riding, as they were returning home from the Kenner 
Church, where they had gone to hold service. Both were killed almost 
instantly and the car was completely demolished. 

The Rev. Garner was considered one of the able and successful 
evangelistic pastors of the Louisiana Conference, and for twenty-nine 
years he served faithfully the charges to which he was assigned, doing 
the work of an evangelist and making full proof of his ministry. He 
took his appointments as they were given him, and day and night 
served with a passion "to know nothing among men save Jesus Christ 
and Him crucified. 

Among the charges he served were: Lodbell, Norwood, Rosedale 
and Shiloh, Jones Creek, Rylander, Springfield, Asbury, Zachary, and 
Albert, Hubertville, Jeanerette, Conrad, Boonville, Campti and Mt. 
Zion, Bastrop, Angie, and the last charge, Camp Parapet and Kenner, 
to which charge he was assigned by Bishop A. P. Shaw, November 
7, 1937. 

In the passing of the Rev. Simon M. Garner, a faithful husband, 
kind father, a loyal friends, a prince of the pulpit, a true and tried 
member of the Louisiana Annual Conference, and a victorious Christian 
has gone to his reward. 



WILLIAM A. TYUS 

Rev. William A. Tyus was received into the Louisiana Conference 
from the colored Methodist Episcopal Church in the year 1920. He 
served the Conference faithfully for fourteen years. He was a good 
worker in the church and a fervent preacher. As a pastor, he was 
very loyal and true to the cause.

He retired from the pastorate in the year 1933. 
He died in Shreveport, Louisiana, in the year 1938.
